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Student aid boosted by $8.7 


There will be no cutback for UVic students 
requiring financial aid this year. 

Minister of Education Bill Vander Zalm 
and Minister of Universities, Science and 
Communications, Dr. Patrick McGeer 
announced Oct. 19 that the province will 
provide an additional $8.7 million in fund¬ 
ing for student aid to meet an increase of 
more than 40 per cent in student aid 
applications. 

The announcement by McGeer and 
Vander Zalm means that the grant portion 
of student aid available to individual stu¬ 
dents will be held at the 1981-82 level. 

Ted Sawchuck, director of Student and 
Ancillary Services, says he is “very 
pleased” with the announcement. “In view 
of the tough financial position govern¬ 
ments are in, we’re pleased that this 
government feels a strong commitment to 
continue helping students to meet their 
education costs.” 

Robin MacLeod, UVic financial aid 
officer, said he is “extremely relieved that a 
decision on student aid has been made and 
that there was no across-the-board cutback 


for students, as had been feared.” 

MacLeod, president of the B.C. Associa¬ 
tion of Student Awards Personnel, expects 
that students will also be relieved. 

“Across the province and across the 
country we are hearing the same story. 
There is a great increase in the number of 
students who were unable to get employ¬ 
ment during the summer and very few of 
them are finding part-time work during the 
academic year. 

“Because of the general economic situa¬ 
tion, students this year are relying more 
than ever on government support.” 

At UVic, about 2,400 students have app¬ 
lied for financial assistance this year, up 80 
per cent from the same time last year. 

For a single, full-time student, the maxi¬ 
mum aid available is $3,800, made up of a 
$2,000 grant from the provincial govern¬ 
ment and a $1,800 loan from the federal 
government. 

A single parent attending university 
can receive up to a maximum of $4,200 with 
a grant of $2,400. 

Students became concerned in Sep¬ 


tember when they received their federal 
loan documentation at financial aid offi¬ 
ces. Normally, provincial documentation 
necessary for grants would also have been 
available, but this year that documenta¬ 
tion was withheld while the provincial 
Cabinet discussed the increased demand 
for student aid. 

Last year 13,000 students in B.C. col¬ 
leges and universities received grants. Pro¬ 
jected recipients for this year total 17,000 
according to Ministry of Education 
officials. 

The unprecedented demand for funds 
under the British Columbia Student Aid 
Program for 1982-83 required a budget 
increase from $15.5 million to $24.2 million. 
The additional $8.7 million will provide 
grants for an additional 4,000 students, 
according to Vander Zalm and McGeer. 

Of the total increase, $5 million will go 
in grants for university students and $3.7 
million is for grants to students attending 
provincial colleges and institutes.

Arms and the Man is not a typical George 
Bernard Shaw play, according to Prof. 
Harvey Miller (Theatre). 

Miller is directing the Shaw play as the 
first fully-mounted faculty production in 
the Roger Bishop Theatre in the Phoenix 
Building. 

Arms and the Man opens a nine- 
performance run Oct. 28 at 8 p.m. 

“This is not the poetic Shaw we’re used 


to,” explains Miller. “The sharp wit and the 
humor are there, but there are no long 
speeches and the play moves along 
quickly.” 

Miller is obviously an admirer of Shaw 
and teaches Arms and the Man in his mod¬ 
em theatre class. 

“I wanted to do this play two years ago 
in the old Phoenix Theatre, but the move to 
the new building intervened,” says Miller. 


“I like comedy and this is a very funny 
play.” 

Arms and the Man is set during the 
Bulgarian-Serbo War of 1885-86 and in it 
Shaw attacks the romanticism of war and 
the class system. Shaw himself described it 
as an anti-romantic play. 

“We’re still involved with the romanti¬ 
cism of war, as the Falkland Island busi¬ 
ness demonstrates,” says Miller. “And the 
class system still exists. What I like about 
Shaw is that he attacks not from a soapbox 
but with humor.” 

Shaw is a satirist in the tradition of Jon¬ 
athan Swift, says Miller, “with the ability 
to take an unconventional look at a prob¬ 
lem. War scarcely intrudes on the action of 
the play, yet the realities of war are there.” 

For Miller and the 11 students in the 
Phoenix production, Arms and the Man 
presents the challenge of comedy which 
Miller sees as “more exciting for an actor 
than tragedy”. 

“The audience input into the perfor¬ 
mance of a tragedy is not as externalized as 
it is in comedy. Comedy teaches timing and 
discipline and the laughs are often built 
from a number of infinitesimal things.” 

The production features a number of 
firsts at the Phoenix, along with the fact 
that it is the first faculty-directed produc¬ 
tion in the Roger Bishop Theatre. It is the 
first time a curtain will be used in a Pho¬ 
enix production and the first time for three 
complete changes of set. 

Bill West has designed the sets for the 
three-act production. Lighting design is by 
Paul Van Deursen while Irene Pieper is 
costume designer. 

The cast includes Jan E. James, Jill 
Gamley, Janet Baxter, David Veniot, Ste¬ 
phen Malloy, David Wilson, Gavin Rhodes, 
Layne Kriwoken, Sandra Ferens, and Col¬ 
leen Mooney. 

The play will be presented from Oct. 28 
to Nov. 6, with the exception of Oct. 31, with 
all performances starting at 8 p.m.

ment announcement on student aid, finan¬ 
cial aid officers are now waiting to hear of 
possible changes in mechanical procedures 
for getting cheques to students. 

“We are expecting that the cheques will 
be in our office to be picked up by students 
at the beginning of January as is the nor¬ 
mal custom,” said MacLeod. “Unless they 
hear otherwise, students should just show 
up at this office during the first week of 
classes in January. 

“We will advise students if there are any 
particular steps to be taken by them before 
January.” 

MacLeod said the main concern right 
now is the mechanism for providing stu¬ 
dent aid to those B.C. students enrolled on 
a one-term basis. “Those students would 
normally be receiving student aid within a 
few weeks,” he said. “We have few such 
students at UVic but there are about 280 at 
Simon Fraser University and more at the 
colleges.”

Panel discussions on “the marathon” and 
“drugs in sport” highlight the 1982 annual 
meeting of the Canadian Association of 
Sports Sciences (CASS) at the Empress

physical educators, medical doctors, 
athletic trainers and others involved in 
research in the philosophy, sociology, exer¬ 
cise physiology and history of sport. 

“All of the subdisciplines of physical 
education and sport are represented at the 
conference,” explains Dr. John Jackson, 
Dean of Education at UVic and chairman 
of this year’s conference organized by 
faculty members in the School of Physical 
Education. 

For the panel discussion on the mara¬ 
thon, the conference has gathered four 
internationally recognized experts who are 
also marathon runners. 

Dr. Jack Wilmore, of the Department of 
Physical Education at the University of 
Arizona, Dr. Jack Taunton of the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia, Dr. Rich Hughson 
of the University of Waterloo and Dr. 
Wayne Halliwell of the University of Mont¬ 
real form the panel. 

The symposium on the marathon begins 
at 7 p.m., Oct. 25, with a $5 admission 
charge for non-delegates to the meeting. 



Manager dies 

A memorial service was held Oct. 
21 for W.D. (Dale) Staines, manager 
of office and communication servi¬ 
ces for the Department of Buildings 
and Grounds. Staines, 54, died Oct.

Jim Helme, director of Buildings 
and Grounds, expressed “shock 
and sadness” at the unexpected 
news of Staines’ death.

Hughson is an exercise physiologist at 
Waterloo and finished fourth when the Pan 
American Games were held in Puerto Rico. 

Halliwell is a sports psychologist in 
Montreal.

Among topics at the meeting are factors 
influencing strength and power, analysis 
of elite sport, sport sciences in China, 
biomechanical analysis of sport and exer¬ 
cise, sport administration, the Canada fit¬ 
ness survey and sport sociology. 

“The papers to be presented at this meet¬ 
ing give an indication of just how broad 
the whole field of sport sciences are,” says 
Jackson.

The writer, Per Jersild, under the auspices

This intimate knowledge of high 
government bureaucracy has exerted a 
major influence on Jersild’s later writing. 

Viewing Sweden from its inner sanc¬ 
tums, the author has managed to identify 
and isolate some strategic maladies of the 
welfare state. A significant portion of his 
work can be characterized as social 
diagnosis. 

It’s Mozart, 
by Jupiter 

Mozart’s famous “Jupiter Symphony” is 
the featured work in a free concert by the 
UVic Orchestra tonight at 8 p.m. in the 
University Centre Auditorium. 

Composed in the summer of 1788, the 
Symphony in C Major, No. 41, K. 551, is 
considered by many to be one of the grea¬ 
test symphonies ever written. 

How it earned the nickname of the “Jup¬ 
iter Symphony” is not known. Mozart did 
not apply this title to the work. 

Among theories is that the name was 
devised by an English pianist and pub¬ 
lisher to describe the godlike perfection of 
the music. 

Another interpretation is that the name 
“Jupiter” was inspired by the dramatic 
opening chords of the first movement, 
whose impact is that of Jovian 
thunderbolts. 

The program for Friday evening also 
includes Variations on a Shaker Melody 
from Appalachian Spring , by Aaron 
Copland; Stravinsky’s Suite No. 2 for small 
orchestra; Pieces for Prepared Piano and 
Strings, by Toshiro Mayuzumi; and the 
overture to the opera, Der Freischutz, by 
Weber. 

Conductor of the UVic Orchestra is Dr. 
George Corwin (Music).

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Lounge to replace 
‘dark, ugly space’. 

Work is scheduled to start Nov. 1 on a 120- 
seat cocktail lounge in the basement of the 
Student Union Building (SUB). 

If all goes according to plan, the lounge 
should be ready to serve students early in 
January, according to David Clode, man¬ 
ager of the SUB for the Alma Mater Society 
(AMS). 

The $120,000 renovation project for a 
little-used area of the SUB basement 
known as the band room has been con¬ 
tracted out to UVic’s Department of Build¬ 
ings and Grounds. 

While the lounge has been approved on 
two occasions by the AMS Board of Direc¬ 
tors, it appears another challenge will be 
mounted at the Oct. 27 AMS general 
meeting. 

A petition calling for another ratifica¬ 
tion vote on the lounge is being circulated 
by a group of students. 

AMS President Eric Hargreaves sayS* 
the petitioners don’t really understand the 
situation. “The contracts have been signed 
and we really can’t back out of the project 
without losing a lot. of money,” says 
Hargreaves. 

“It’s been approved twice and it really 
shouldn’t be brought up again at this late 
date.” 

Clode says the lounge is the best utiliza¬ 
tion of what he calls “a big, dark, ugly 
space”. 

“As it is now, the poorly lit band room 
has been the source of most of our problems 
with damages and it is a badly under¬ 
utilized space,” he says. 

“With bar services in both the new 
lounge and the SUB Pub, we will have bet¬ 
ter control of the situation and it will make 
service a lot easier for our staff.” 

Clode also points out that under the 
present system younger students are “dis¬ 
enfranchised” from the SUB cafeteria 
after 4 p.m. when the liquor laws go into 
effect. *>*• 

With bar facilities in the new lounge, 
students under 19 years of age will be able 
to use the cafeteria after 4 p.m. 

The opening of the lounge could come 
more than two years after the original idea 
was discussed by the AMS. After AMS 
approval was given in November of 1981, 
work was scheduled to begin in April of 
this year, but design problems, particu¬ 
larly with access for the handicapped, 
caused delays.
